"The only m ethod I can conceive 
of for sup p orting such p aup ers is by 
the tow nship s using th eir credit and 
going in debt for necessaries for such 
p oor p ersons. 
It is m andatory up on 
th e tow nship s th a t th e p aup ers be 
p rovided w ith the necessaries of life, 
and 
m erchants arid 
others should 
not hesitate to ex tend credit to the 
tow nship s ior the p urp ose of sup ­ 
p orting the p aup ers,* he said. 
T he bill, introduced by Senator W.

It is a strange coincidence tha t 
the death of Dr. Henry Lane W il­ 
liams, creator of the football "shift” 
comes so close upon the tragic end 
of K nute Rockne 
who made this 
football m aneuver

V eteran football coaches 
am ong 
them Clark Shaughnessy of Loyola, 
of the South, have told me tha t Dr. 
W illiams was the greatest teacher 
cf offensive football in the game's 
long history. 
A product of the east, bom at 
H artford, educated

and 
Pennsylvania, and a world's cham ­ 
pion jiurd e r in his day, Dr 
W il­ 
liam s coached the first Army foot­
